Congratulations on your purchase of the Open 
Weave Hammock. We believe that you will find 
it a product of unsurpassed quality and 
durability. 

Installation of Hammock 

1. First determine where you would like to hang 
your hammock; you may hang your hammock between two posts, on your porch, on our specially 
designed hammock stand, or just about anywhere you prefer. Ideally the space in which you plan to 
hang your hammock should be 1 8 to 24 inches greater than the overall length of your hammock. 
The list below is certainly not the only way in which a hammock can be used; if you have any ques- 
tions, please call us for assistance. In any event, always test your hammock carefully prior to 
each use to make certain that it is hung securely and in safe condition. 

2. If you are installing your hammock where a wooden surface will hold the hammock eye hook, such 
as between trees, posts, or wall studs on a porch, observe the following: 

a) Make certain the wooden object is at least 6 inches (15 cm) in diameter and that the wood is 
sustainable to hold the hammock hook (some woods are very soft, such as willow, palm, or 
beech, and may not hold the hammock when in use; hardwood trees such as oak, hickory, etc. 
should be used.) 

b) Drill 3/16" (0.5 cm) pilot hole 1" (2.5 cm) deep at each installation point approximately 5 to 6 feet (1.6 
m to 2.1 m) above the ground. The exact height will depend on the distance between the two points 
of installation and how high you wish to hang your hammock. 

c) Screw a hammock hook in each of the pilot holes you have drilled. Use a screwdriver partially in- 
serted in the eye of the hook for leverage while screwing the hook in place. BE SURE TO SCREW 
THE EYE OF THE HAMMOCK HOOK COMPLETELY INTO THE WOOD UNTIL THE EYE IS 
SNUG AGAINST ITS MOUNTING LOCATION. WHEN THE HAMMOCK IS MOUNTED USING A 
WALL STUD, BE CERTAIN THAT THE EYE HOOK IS DIRECTLY INTO THE CENTER OF THE 
STUD AND IS SECURELY EMBEDDED. CAUTION: DO NOT OVERTIGHTEN THE SCREW 
ONCE IT IS EMBEDDED. 

d) Hook the hammock chain over the hammock hook. You may adjust this later depending on how high 
you wish to hang your hammock. DO NOT WRAP THE CHAIN AROUND THE HAMMOCK HOOK. 
ALSO, BE CERTAIN THE CHAIN IS NOT TWISTED. Either of these may cause the links of the 
chain to bend and weaken. 

Care & Maintenance: 

This hammock is a vinyl-coated woven fabric that is mildew and rot resistant as well as colorfast. Care 
and maintenance is easy. The fabric can be cleaned with water, a mild detergent, and a scrub brush. 
Take care to protect wood parts, if possible. 

CAUTIONS 

—A HAMMOCK CAN BE UNSTABLE UNLESS YOU ALWAYS PLACE YOUR WEIGHT IN THE 
CENTER OF THE HAMMOCK. DO NOT SIT ON THE EDGE. 

—DO NOT ALLOW CHILDREN TO USE THE HAMMOCK WITHOUT DIRECT ADULT 
SUPERVISION.
